The indictment created a sensation. 
While it has been rumored on the streets 
for some time that a number of men 
were to be indicted as a result of the 
investigation of the last election, it was 
not thought men so high in political 
councils would be included.

Hits Bell's Official Family.

The indictment is in 48 counts and 
covers more than 175 typewritten pages.

men ever named in a single bill.

Campbell had been forced to stand 
upright in a solitary cell without food, 
water or sleep, since Sunday morning 
wlien the burned body of Mrs. Allen was 
found onv a bed in the warden's apart- 
ments.

MUST SURRENDER LEMBERG. 


Its Evacuation by Russians Momentar« 
ily Expected in London. 


Berlin, .Time 22.—(By

Sayville.)—An announcement made to 
day by the Overseas News Agency says 
that the Russians before lemberg have 
been defeated along their whole line and 
are fighting only to gain time in order 
to save their artillery and other war 
material.

"The main positions of the 
Russians are shelled by the armies of 
Glencrals Mackenzen, Linsingen, Beehm-

lakes, west of Tximberg. 


On the Dniester, it is said, the Aus- 
trians were driven back from two vil- 
lages with heavy losses and on the re- 
mainder of the front they have made 
no further progress. 


The battle of Plava, on the Isonzo 
front, is still in progress the Austrians 
making repeated efforts to drive back 
the Italians across the river. 
An of- 
ficial commimication from 
Rome 
says 
these attempts have failed. 
Elsewhere 
along the Italian front less important 
engagements are occurring with small 
success claimed by the Italians.

QUIET AFTER STORM 
FROM FRANK CASE 


Populace is Furious for 
Time Over Grovernor's 
Clemency. 


Atlanta, Ga., June 22.—While the mil- 
itia still was on guard at Governor Sla- 
ton's country home, quiet prevailed both 
there and in the city today and there 
was no indication of a repetition of the 
exciting scencs of yesterday and last 
night, which followed annoimcement of 
the commutation of Leo jNI. Frank's 
death sentence. 


In the city the near-beer saloons», 
closed by the authorities yesterday, 
were allowed to reopen this morning 
and there were no crowds in the street. 


At the governor's home it was stated 
that the militia probably would with- 
di-aw tonight. 


Two battalions of Georgia militia and 
the governor s horse guard troops, un- 
der the personal command of Adjutant 
General Nash, early today were patrol- 
ling the country estate of Governor Sla- 
ton, near here. 
The troops had been 
called out after a crowd of several hun- 
dred men and boys had marched there 
last night and made a demonstration in 
protest against 
the commutation of 
liis home under martial law. When first 
ordered to leave, some of the demon- 
strators 
called 
to the soldiers to 
"shoot," accompanying their retort with 
a desultory bombardment of the troops 
with missiles. 
Two officers and a pri- 
vate Avere slightly hurt. No shots were 
fired, the soldiers advancing with fixed 
bayonets. 
No civilians were injured. 


The appearance of the crowd followed 
several street corner gatherings at the 


center of the city. At first only a few 
score started for the Slaton estate, but 
the number increased aa the march of 
four miles continued. 


Governor Slaton was surrounded bv a 
Leo M. Frank's death sentence to life 
imprisonment. 


Crowd Quickly Dispersed. 


The crowd was quickly dispersed by 
the soldiers after the governor had de- 
clared the zone within half a mile of 
few personal 
friends, 
who previously 
had been deputized by Sherifi" ilangum, 
at the governor's residence. 
Three bar- 
talions of militia had been assembled 
at the armory early in the nigit in pre- 
paration for any eventuality. 


Soldiers Hurried Away- 


Just before midnight orders came to 
Major Carton to move his battalion to 
the governor's home and the soldiers 
were hurried away in automobiles. 


While the crowd outside shouted, the 
governor conversed 
with 
friends and 
took steps to protect 
Frank at the 
Georgia prison 
farm at Milledgeville. 
The sheriff at that place was directed 
over the long distance telephone to keep 
in touch with the governor in the event 
of any signs of crowds gathering there. 


After midnight reports were received 
of crowds coming from nearby towns 
and a second battalion of infantry and 
the governor's horse guard were called 
out. A cordon of troops was thrown 
around the estate and outposts were 
stationed to report any movement of 
crowds in the surrounding territory. 
None was seen.

tistics just made by the Journal of the American Medical association 
should be illuminating. 


These figures, embracing the tAvelve years, from 1903 to 1914, 
show a steady decline in the Fourth of July totals of dead and in- 
jured in the United States. By way of illustration, the figures show 
that in 1903 there were 466 persons killed and 3,983 injured i n 
Fourth of July accidents. 
Last year but 40 deaths resulted, and the 
total of injured was but 1,506. 
It is not to be presumed, of course, 
that these figures are inflexibly accurate. 
Doubtless a considerable 
number of cases in both classes escaped the compilers, but they are 
approximately correct, and they illustrate forcefully the value and 
the effectiveness of the campaign that has been waged to conserve 
human life instead of -wasting it in the celebration of the nation's 
birthday.

nallv send the note it was an accurate 
reflection of sound popular 
sentiment, 
heartily in accord 
with his own, and 
that the nation was standing solid at 
his back. 
I t was an exchange of confi- 
dence which proved complete on both 
sides. 


The foundations of democratic gov- 
ernment will surely endure so long as 
the people have faith in the government 
and the government is true to 
them.

GOES m iNOIIS 


Will Seek Big Laurels in 
the State Apple Show 
This Year. 


Indianapolis, Juno 22.—Northern In- 
diana counties are going after the hon- 
ors in the annual apple show this year. 
"The card index of exhibitors in past 
years," Frank I. Odell, manager of the 
àppio show, says, 'indicates 
that 
the 
bulk of the exhibitors have come from 
the southern half of the state and yet 
the northern counties include many of 
the counties that have the largest num- 
ber of bearing apple tree.«i. 
Last year 
was a bad one in the northern part of 
the state, but this year the fruit pros- 
pects are fine both north and south." 


The fifteen counties that lead in the 
number of bearing apple trees in Indi- 
ana, according to the last census, were 
Harrison, 
Allen, 
Greene, 
Washington, 
Sullivan, Putnam, Lawrence, Owen, Rip- 
ley, Perry, Brown. Elkhart, Orange, St. 
Joseph and Steuben. 
Since the census 
year there have been large plantings of 
orchards both north and south and it is 
anticipated that more counties will be 
represented in the apple show than ever 
before. 


Odell Gives Advice. 


"Fruit growers who have neglected to 
cultivate 
their 
orchards," 
eays 
Mr. 
Odell. "still may accomplish much good 
if they disc or plow at once and keep 
the soil in good tilth during the next 
several weeks, by thoroughly harrowing 
every week or ten days. 


"Rains have been plentiful during the 
last month but it is well for apple grow- 
ers to remember the experience of the 
last two seasons of drouth. Cultivation 
saves the moisture, and water makes up 
85 per cent, of the fruit. Besides, tillage 
feeds the trees by saving the plant food 
that weeds and grass would waste, and 
by unlocking an additional supply. 
Til- 
lage also removes the danger from fire, 
destroys insects, lets in air, allows fer- 
tilizer 
to 
penetrate 
and 
leaves 
the 
groimd ready for a cover crop.

: : Are Laboring Under 
: : 
Misconception of Law ì 


Persons refusing to sign 
the 
flood 
prevention petition in the belief 
that 
only those who sign will be taxed for 
the improvement, are laboring under a 
misconception of the law. No responsi- 
bility attaches to the person signing 
that does not attach to every free hold- 
er in the flood prevention district, if 
such is established. 
It cannot be too 
emphatically stated that the taxpayer 
does not incur a penny 
of 
expense 
against his property by attaching his 
signature to the petition. The movement 
now afoot is one merely to establish un- 
der the law, a body with authority to 
investigate and carry forward a plan 
looking to a solution of the flood water 
problem in the city and county. 
If a 
majority of the free holders sign the 
petitions this body will be created. 
It 
will then proceed to solve 
the 
flood 
problem just as a municipality would 
procced to make a city improvement, the 
taxpayers having the same right to re- 
monstrate as they would if a sewer or 
pavement were proposed to be construct- 
ed by their property. 
The provisions 
of the law under which the board, when 
constituted, must act, 
throws 
every 
safeguard about the taxpayer. It takes 
from the board the power to determine 
the extent of benefits and places it in 
the court of equity where any citizen 
with legal propriety, may obtain a hear- 
ing and offer objection. 
The law 
is 
so fair and the movement so important 
to the welfare of the entire community, 
it would seem that solicitation would 
be unnecessary to have the petitions 
plentifully signed in a very short time.

ARRANGE TO MOVE 


STATE SCIOL FENCE 


Will Permit Sidewalk to 
Run Between Two Rows 
of Shade Trees. 


Mayor W. J. Hosey ana the members 
of his board of public works spent the 
greater part of Tuesday morning at tho

Park Report Made By Superintendent 
Getz.—Benches Have Arrived.

The legislatures of two states enacted 
statutory

the latter, two

statutory 
prohibition, to become effective in the 
meantime. 
Four states where prohibi- 
tion is already effective passed addi- 
tional restrictive laws and two of the 
five states where, under 
constitutional 
amendment, prohibition is to go into 
effect 
ne.vt 
year, 
enacted necessary 
statutes for its enforcement. 
In six of 
the so-called "wet" states 
state-wide 
proposals met defeat. 
In others ques- 
tions 
of 
local option, 
transportation 
and licensing were acted upon. 
Direct Prohibition in Two. 


The two states where direct prohibi- 
tion laws were passed are Florida and 
Alabama. 
Those 
whose 
legislatures 
voted to 
submit 
the question to the 
people are Idaho, Iowa,.Montana, South 
Carolina, 
South 
Dakota, Utah, 
Ver- 
mont and the Territory of Alaska. In 
Iowa the legislative resolution, accord- 
ing to the state constitution, must be 
passed by the next succeeding legisla- 
ture before the people can vote on it, 
but the state returned to statutory pro- 
hibition meanwhile, through the repeal 
of the so-called mulct law. 
Idaho was 
also made "dry"

Odell. "still may accomplish much good 
if they disc or plow at once and keep 
the soil in good tilth durins the next 
several weeks, hy thoroughly harrowing 
every week or ten days. 


"Rains have been plentiful during the 


last month hut it is well for apple grow- 
ers to remember the experience, of the 
last two seasons of drouth. Cultivation 
snvcs the moisture, and water makes up 
85 per cent, of the fruit. Besides, tillage, 
feeds the trees hy saving the plnnt food 
that weeds and gross would waste, and 
by unlocking nn additional supply. Til- 
lage also removes the danger from firo, 
destroys insects, lets in air, allows fer- 
tilizer to penetrate and leaves the 
ground ready for a cover crop.

Odell Gives Advice. 


"Fruit growers who have neglected to 


cultivate 
their 
orchards," says 
Mr. 


Odell. "still mny accomplish much good 
if they disc or plow at once and keep 
the soil in good tilth during the iie.H 
several weeks, by thoroughly harrowing 
every week or ten days. 


"Rains have been plentiful during the 


last month but it is well for apple grow- 
ers to remember the experience, of the 
last two seasons of drouth. Cultivation 
saves the moisture, and water makes, up 
85 per cent, of the fruit. Besides, tillage, 
feeds the trees by saving the, plant food 
that weeds and grass •would waste, and 
by unlocking an additional supply. Til- 
lage also removes the danger from fire, 
destroys insects, lets in air, allows fer- 
tilizer to penetrate 
and leaves the 


ground ready for a cover crop.

Hostilities. 


Paris. June 22.—(2:37 p. in.)— The 


French war ofiice this afternoon gave 
out a. statement on the progress of hos- 
tilities vhicli reads: 


"The seaport of Dunkirk was bom- 


barded last night, by a piece of long 
range artillery. 
Fourteen shells were 


thrown, and some persons belonging to 
the civil population were killed. 


"Belgian troops, at a point to the 


southwest of St. George, took possession 
of a German trench, all the defenders 
of which were either killed or taken 
prisoner. 


"In the sector to the north of Arras, 


during last night, the enemy, following 
a bombardment of great intensity, at- 
tacked at several different points. They 
were driven back everywhere, except at 
n point to the southeast of Souchcz 
where they were, successful in gaining 
a footing in a section of a trench. In 
the region of 'The Labyrinth' the enemy 
suffered heavy losses. A German coun- 
ter-attack last evening, directed against 
the positions which we had captured to 
the east of the Quennevieres farm, was 
checked by our infantry and artillery

only those who sign will be taxed for

It cannot be too 
emphatically stated that the taxpayer

against his property by attaching his 
signature to the petition. The movement 
now afoot is one merely to establish un- 
der the law, a body with authority to 
investigate and carry forward a plan 
looking to a solution of the flood water 
problem in the city and county. If a. 
majority of the free holders sign the 
petitions this body will be created. It 
will then proceed to solve 
the

problem just as a municipality would 
proceed to make a city improvement, the 
taxpayers having the same right to re- 
monstrate as they would if a sewer or 
pavement were proposed to be construct- 
ed by their property.
